will soon resume business. 
The Treasurer hss transferred $1.600,000 from 
New York to Kan Francisco.

The Financial Outlook. 


W h e n the mariner enters the cur­ 
rents of the ocean and comes under 
their silent and irresistible influence, 
there is no creaking of cordage or 
groaning of timber to announce the 
presence of the great power that has 
seized his craft and is bearing it rapid­ 
ly onward. 
The log chain does not 
indicate any motion, and the unskill­ 
ed observer upon the deck viewing the 
flapping sail, concludes the ship is not 
changing its position on the surface of 
the eart'n. 
This simile aptly illus­ 
trates the financial condition of our 
State to-day. The excited struggling 
mass which made California street a 
pandemonium, can no longer be seen. 
Silence reigns within the great bank­ 
ing institution where erstwise was 
heard the din of business. The great 
spirit of its chief has passed to the 
land where is never heard the jingle of 
coin. The sanguine clap their hands 
and cry the danger is past. 
Those 
who correctly view the situation know 
that we have not seen the end of the 
beginning, or the beginning of the 
end. The breakers on the edge of a 
mighty current have shaken the ves­ 
sel, and now that current bolds us 
within its silent graspand bears us on, 
where? 
This coast has heretofore 
known nothing but prosperity, and it 
is difficult for us to realize that there 
are baneful results to spring from the 
panic in San Francisco, for it is noth­ 
ing more nor less than a panic. Look­ 
ing back across the Rocky Mountains, 
wre can behold the disaster that has fol­ 
lowed the crisis -of two years ago. 
Over the whole Republic, from the 
Great Lakes to the Gulf,—from the 
Atlantic to the Black Hills, can yet 
be seen the depression which came out 
of that little run upon the banks. 
Commerce has lagged, the fires have 
been extinguished in hundreds of 
manufacturing establishments; doz­ 
ens of railroads have passed into the 
hands of receivers, and money is lay­ 
ing idle In the bank vaults. Values 
have been undergoing a shrinkage 
that is frightful to contemplate, and 
if we mistake not the signs of the 
times, the States are now on the verge 
of a more terrible panic. than this 
country has ever witnessed. It is not 
for us to elaborate here the causes 
which brought about so much trouble. 
An irredeemable currency, reckless 
extravagance, wild speculation, and 
the destruction of so much wealth by 
tiie oppressive policy of the Govern­ 
ment in the Southern States, have 
done their work. Separated entirely 


from the financial system of the 
States, California lias suffered none 
from the misfortunes east of the Rocky 
Mountains. The causes of the present 
financial difficulties here are wholly 
local, and can be easily traced, though 
they do notlicnpon the surface. They 
certainly do not depend upon the pet­ 
ty quarrels, or rivalry of San Francis­ 
co bankers. Nothing but absolute Ig­ 
norance can impute such grave conse­ 
quences to so feeble an impulse. Ar- 
rogauce may assume the role of the 
fly upon the 
chariot wheel, and 
the Ignorant conclude that the float­ 
ing straw directs the current. The 
failure of J a y Co o k e & Co. did not 
cause the panic in New York. The 
breaking up of that great house only 
opened to view the rottenness of the 
whole financial fabric, and in wild de­ 
spair the people tore it down without 
a moment’s hesitation. The downfall 
of D u n c a n , S h e r m a n * Co. lias af­ 
forded an equally demoralizing view 
of the commercial situation in the 
States. The decay was already com­ 
plete, and only a slight jar was neces­ 
sary to cause the entire structure to 
fall Into ruins. Modern wisdom does 
not bulid temples liko that which 
S a m p so n tore down by grasping its 
eentral pillar. If the financial fabric 
on this coast depends upon R a l st o n or 
F lood & O ’B r ie n or B a l d w in , then 
the sooner it is (orn down and rebuilt 
the better. The leading cause of the 
panic we confidently atfirm has been 
speculation. The banks have extend­ 
ed themselves too far. They have fos­ 
tered overtrading and inflation of 
values. They have been blind to the 
fact that wherever speculators are al­ 
lowed too much scope they will inev­ 
itably advance values to an abnormal 
point, from which a reaction is abso­ 
lutely necessary for the welfare of the 
State. 
When 
an 
unsafe limit is 
reached, the laws of political economy 
step in and restore the equilibrium. 
The wave may go on rising higher and 
higher, but it must Dually break and 
seek its natural level. And here lies 
our consolation: 
We have a sound 
currency, and the expansion has been 
already checked. 
Now comes the 
shrinkage, and that shrinkage will 
but inure to the benefit of the people 
at large. 
If mining stocks fall to their 
actual value they become the object of 
legitimate investment and cease to be 
deadfalls for the unwary. If lands de­ 
preciate, the incoming farmer will 
have more money to develop the 
country and his capital will serve to 
till a larger area, while the lands now 
under culture will not yield any the 
less of corn or wine or oil. If the spec­ 
ulator is hereafter shunned and the 
rate of interest falls to a more healthy 
figure because of the caution which a 
panic always engenders, then the le­ 
gitimate borrower will have a wider 
field, and substantial increase in real 
wealth will take the place of nominal 
estimates. If some men lose what 
they imagined they had made, values 
will be more stable and permanent 
investments more frequent. If some 
unprofitable enterprises are abandoned 
there will be a saving of considerable 
money that would otherwise have been 
sunk in a vain effort to float that 
which never could have any buoy­ 
ancy. If some too sanguine immi­ 
grants are prevented from seeking our 
shores, there will be fewer croakers in 
our midst; and if the tide of valuable 
immigration is somewhat retarded, 
the satisfactory settlemeut and em­ 
ployment of those who do come will 
assure a larger influx iu the future. If 
some mushrooms are swept out of 
existence, they will give place to men 
who have toiled slowly up aud by 
their labors and ability deserve lead­ 
ing positions; honesty and integrity 
will take the place of chicanery and 
empyricism, and true merit receive 
some of the admiration that has been 
bestowed upon mere success, while 
Fortune wall drag from their lofty 
thrones many of those she has so ca­ 
priciously elevated. There is good to 
come out of the evil. The lightning 
which has riven the edifice will purify 
the atmosphere; the earthquake which 
has shaken more than priucely thrones 
is letting out the gases wiiich confined 
and accumulated would tear asunder 
the rocky ribs of the globe. 


Bo m s person or persons who have 
no fear of the punishment promised to 
liars, are busy circulating the report 
that the H e r a l d will cease publica­ 
tion after the election. There are no 
doubt a number of tricksters and evil 
doers in this city who dread the H e r ­

S a n F r a n c is c o .—The deed of Ral­ 
ston to Sharon conveys all his proper­ 
ty, wheresoever found, in absolute 
ownership, with the right to dispose 
of the same on such terms and at such 
prices as he deems best, and to apply 
the proceeds thereof to such purposes 
and uses as the said Willium S h a ro n 
may, in his judgment deem best for 
our joint and several interests. 
The Board of Snpervisors yesterday 
met and closed their doors. 
It trans­ 
pires that a heated discussion arose 
and the policy of taking no action 
with regard to the resolutions in mem­ 
ory of Ralston was adopted with only 
one dissenting vote. The majority of 
the Board signified its intention of at­ 
tending the funeral in their private 
capacities. The business will be to a 
great extent suspended during the fu­ 
neral to-day. 
The Merchants’ Exchange Bank does 
notopen this morning. In accordance 
with the almost positive assurance of 
the Secretary, given yesterday, they 
may possible do so during the day. It 
will depend on the success of the nego- 
ciations now pending. The officers 
are apparently somewhat less confi­ 
dent of an immediate resumption tlian 
yesterday, but say any delay is tempo­ 
rary. 
The National Gold Bank and Trust 
Company is still closed, and we are 
unable to say when it will resume, 
but it looks favorable. 
Prominent bankers report that the 
immediate cause of the demand by the 
Directors of the Bank of California 
for Ralston’s resignation was the dis­ 
covery by the directors during the in­ 
vestigation of a lot of bills receivable 
from irresponsible parties, aggrega­ 
ting in the neighborhood of a milliou 
dollars, with no collaterals. 
It is also 
reported that it was the intention of 
the directors to have subsequently cal­ 
led Ralston into their counsels, to 
avail themselves of his inti mate knowl­ 
edge of the business of the Bank. Ru­ 
mors are afloat this morning of attach­ 
ments issued against the Bank ofCal- 
ifornia, but reference to records shows 
nothing of the kind as yet. It is re­ 
ported that some heavy stock brokers 
and others who have borrowed large 
sums, in one case amounting to half a 
million of dollars, for the Bank of Cal­ 
ifornia, securing their own bills paya­ 
ble with the stock of the Bank, are 
likely to become heavily involved. 
The stock of the Bank can’t be given 
away at present. Collection day thus 
far is progressing with a mutual feel­ 
ing of accommodation among business 
men. It is ditficult to ascertain how 
matters stand before evening. 
The funeral services of Ralston are 
being held at Calvary Presbyterian 
Church, corner of Geary and Powell 
streets. The obituary services are con­ 
ducted by Rev. John Hemphill. The 
National Guard are largely represent­ 
ed, asare also many Civil and Benev­ 
olent Associations, the officers and 
employees of the various manufactu­ 
ring enterprises, co-operation educa­ 
tional and business bodies, and an im­ 
mense coucourseof citizens. The flags 
of the city are at half mast, and many 
of the business houses are closed. 
By 8 o’clock this morning crowds be­ 
gan to gather near the residence of 
Col. Fry, where the remains of Ral­ 
ston were lying. 
At 10:30 the coffin 
w’as carried to the house by the clerks 
of the Bank of California. The cas­ 
ket was covered with floral offering*. 
The carriages then took up positions 
and the cortege moved down Jackson 
street to Vanness avenue, tlience to 
Sutter, Mason, Geary and Powell; 
thence to Calvary church. 
All along 
the route the sidewalks were lined 
with people. In the vicinity of the 
church, for several blocks, was jam ­ 
med with people, renderiugit ditficult 
for the procession to reach the church. 
It is estimated that 20,000 people were 
present. A passage was made through 
the throng, the several regiments and 
companies of the National Guard, civ­ 
il organizations and other orders form­ 
ed iu line and paid appropriate hon­ 
ors to the remains as they were borne 
past. 
The crowd gathered at the 
church early; and at the opening of 
doors, it was soon packed to its utmost 
capacity, most of those present being 
ladies. At a quarter past eleven the 
organ commenced playing Mozart’s 
Requiem, aud directly the coifiti was 
borne in; the relatives, pal 1-bearers, 
bankers, brokers, Odd Fellows, tiie 
Regents and Faculty of the Universi­ 
ty, the Chamber of Commerce and 
other bodies filled the center of the 
church* After a hymn by the choir 
of the church, the Rev. John Hemp­ 
hill delivered a touching and eloquent 
feneral sermon. A prayer and chant 
bv the choir followed, when the coffin 
was borne to the hearse, and the pro­ 
cession was formed to follow the re­ 
mains to the cemetery. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , Aug. 30.—The fu­ 
neral of Mr. Ralston is the most im­ 
pressive demonstration ever seen in 
San Francisco. From an early hour 
hundreds of people have been wend­ 
ing their way from all parts of the 
city toward Dr. Hemphill’s church, 
where the services were held. At 10:­ 
30 A. M., the cortege came down Sut­ 
ter street, both sides of which were 
lined with thousands of people. The 
pall-bearers, comprising most promi­ 
nent citizens of San Francisco, and 
friends of deceased and hearse, was 
immediately followed by employes of 
Bank of California on 
foot, then 
mourners by a large number of pri­ 
vate carriages, containing intimate 
friends of the dead banker. The space 
in front of the church Wfts kept clear 
by the police and military. Tne ser­ 
vices in church occupied about one 
hour and a half, ami then the im­ 
mense procession started for the cem­ 
etery. 
Almost the entire military of 
the city was in line. Noticeable in 
the procession was a number of car­ 
riages containing the most influential 
Chinese merchants. The boards of 
Brokers turned out en-masse and rev­ 
erently walked in the procession. The 
workmen on the Palace Hotel, em ­ 
ployees of the Kimball Manufactur­ 
ing Co. and M ísbíou Woolen Mills, 
were in line and formed a large pro­ 


cession by themscl vos alono. The pub­ 
lic square in front of Dr. Hemphill's 
church was literally packed with peo­ 
ple, and for three blocks away the 
streets, windows ami house-tops were 
covered with a mass of humanity. 
For a mile along Geary street there 
was barely room for the funeral cor 
tege to pass. The Hags are at half 
mast all over town. Prominent build­ 
ings, including the Bank of Califor­ 
nia and California Theatre, are draped 
in mourning, and in many windows 
and public places photographs of Mr. 
Ralston, with the insignia of motirn- 
ing, are placed. 
The Mission Woolen Mill continues 
operations without intermission, and 
will not be seriously affected by the 
complications of the Bank of Califor­ 
nia. The Cornell Watch Factory, the 
West Coast Furniture Co and Kim­ 
ball Manufacturing Co., which closed 
temporarily out of respect to the mem­ 
ory of Ralston, will reopen to-morrow 
morning and will run as usual. So 
farasisn o w known, no manufactur­ 
ing establishment will close down as 
a result of the panic. The officers all 
say that they are in a flourishing con­ 
dition, and will be fully ubie to carry 
on business without interruption. 
On Saturday when it was decided to 
postpone the funeral until Monday, 
the casket containing Mr. Ralston’s 
remains wus packed in rosewood ice 
box, with a plate glass top, so as to 
fully expose him to view. 
On Satur­ 
day evening and during all of yester­ 
day’ Mr. Fry’s house was besieged by 
visitors, all anxious to obtain a view. 
None were denied admittance nnd all 
classes of society, both rich ami poor, 
the sharers of ids munificent hospi­ 
tality and the recipients of his end­ 
less ami bounteous charities, thronged 
to take a last look of the man whom 
they all had such good cause to love. 
The display of flowers brought by 
friends ami placed about the casket 
was surpassingly beautiful, even for 
the place. Crosses, crowns, wreaths, 
anchors, massive boqnets and gar­ 
lands of the rarest and most exquisite 
flowers filled the air with tlier per­ 
fume and expressed sympathy and 
respect of hundreds. 
Many of his 
friends remained by him for hours, 
unwilling to leave him; and from ear­ 
ly morning until night the house was 
crowded. It has been found impossi­ 
ble to comply with the wish generally 
expressed that the remains should he 
laid in state in Calvary Church fora 
few hours before the obsequies take 
place, ami thousands will be disap­ 
pointed in the hope of once more be­ 
holding the face upon which their 
friendly glances used to linger and 
their hearts to love. It is safe to say 
in anticipation of Mr. Ralston’s funer­ 
al, no private citizen has ever iu this 
couutry been followed to his grave by 
such a concourse as will be seen to­ 
day. It is most remarkable that the 
losses attendant upon the recent 11- 
nancial excitement, and tlie heat and 
noise of tho most bitter political cam­ 
paign tii is State has ever known, have 
been alike forgotten ami silenced by 
his death, so sad, so unexpected, ami 
surrounded with so many painful and 
distressingcircumstances. The friends 
and family of deceased having con­ 
sented to have a public funeral, the 
following military and civic societies 
will take part in tho ftineral: The 
three regiments National Guards of 
California; First Battalion Cavalry;

THE DEMOCRACY. 


Parade, Fire-Works and En- 
thusiam. 


DEMOCRATIC PATRIOTS IN 
LINE. 


Last evening, in front ot the St. 
Charles Hotel, an immense crowd of 
Democrats gathered to hear the prin­ 
ciples of reform expounded by well- 
known orators. Before the speaking 
commenced a grand torch-light proces­ 
sion headed by a band of music parad- 
the principal streets. Torches, trans­ 
parencies and fire-works added to the 
enthusiasm as the long line finally 
surrounded the stand. 
The meeting was called to order by 
M. H. Newmark, who presented the 
name of Col. Geo. H. Smith for Pres­ 
ident. Col. Smith spoke as follows: 
Fellow Citizens: In this large and 
enthusiastic meeting I read the augury 
of victory on September 1st. I thank, 
you for the honor of being called to 
preside over you. I now present the 
list of Vice-Presidents, as tollows: 
F. Pilomeree, F Rico, Major E 
M Ross, Don Pedro Carrillo, Gov J G 
Downey, H Newmark, M Morris, Dr 
J S Crawford, W H Workman, J De- 
Barth Shorb; Geo Stonemun, Hancock 
M Johnston, A C Chauvin, Isaac Cohn, 
Hon A F Coronel. 
After music by the band, the Pres- 
dent introduced Col. E. J. C. Kewen, 
who was received witli loud cheers. 
Col. Kewen made a telling speech, 
enriched by classic story and terse an­ 
ecdote. His hits were many, and in­ 
tensely relished By his audience. He 
charged the Republican party with 
keeping alive past and dead issues 
when the soldiers of Massachusetts 
and South Carolina had shaken hands 
over the bloody chasm, while the peo­ 
ple of Boston and Charleston had bur­ 
ied sectional animosities. He prayed 
that the dead past might bury tliedead. 
His showing up of the Independents 
was severe but just, and the audience 
applauded to the skies as he pilloried 
them. He characterized the Booth 
administration as costing more on the 
hundred dollars at a valuation of ¿600,­ 
000,000, than the Democratic adminis­ 
tration of Haight when the valuation 
was only $300,000,000. 
He proved 
Bidwell a land-grabber, water-tbief 
and enemy of the people’s rights. His 
encomiums on Irwin excited the 
warmest enthusiasm in his audience. 
Houghton’s record was dissected. His 
Bayonet Bill, Force Bill and Civil 
Rights Bill votes made the impress on 
his collar of U. S. G., and the speaker 
held him up to the scorn of all honest 
voters. His action ou the Railroad 
bill and the hill which increased the 
tax on brandy were alluded to, and all 
interested in railroad development and 
mercantile interests were asked to con­ 
sider these things. His back-pay grab 
was used effectively, and when the 
eloquent speaker ceased there was not 
a spot ou Houghton’s political cuticle 
that was not blistered. He explained 
that Mr. Wigginton stood on the Texas 
Pacific plank of the Democratic plat­ 
form and was pledged to give the peo­ 
ple of this section every advantage in 
the way of competing lines to the 
East. He assured the people that Mr. 
Wigginton, if elected, would avoid the 
errors of Mr. Houghton and give this 
section every advantage of his ability 
and energy. He closed with an elo­ 
quent appeal for the Democratic State, 
District and county nominees. 
Mr. Alexander Forbes was intro­ 
duced by the President iu English and 
by Hon. A. F. Coronel in Spanish as 
the next speaker. 
Mr. Forbes made a good impression. 
He is said to be one of the finest and 
purest speakers of Spanish in Califor­ 
nia. The most implicit attention was 
paid, only broken by the most entbu* 
siastic cheers and vivas. Those com­ 
petent to judge pronounce it a master­ 
piece of Spanish oratory, and we regret 
that we cannot print it. 
Mr. Fred. Lambourn, one of the 
Democratic candidates for the Assem­ 
bly, was next introduced. He made a 
strong, practical speech, paying a lit­ 
tle attention to the exploded lies pub­ 
lished iu the Independent. He an­ 
nounced himself in favor of railroads, 
but against subsidies. He was heard 
with great attention and closed amid 
great applause. 
Mr. Rodney Hudson, Democratic 
candidate for Distiict Attorney fol­ 
lowed in an eloquent address. He 
made a scathing review of Gov. Booth’s 
administration, showing that its ex­ 
penditures had exceeded those of 
Haight’s administrtion by over half a 
million dollars. He paid a high com­ 
pliment to his opponent, Mr. White, 
as a gentleman. He proved Mr. 
WhRe’s Democracy, and convinced 
the audience that White had aban­ 
doned his principles and party, so that 
thrift might follow fawning. He ex­ 
plained clearly the hypocrisy of Dem­ 
ocrats running on the Independent 
ticket and at the same time asking 
Democratic votes. He denounced the 
Independent movement as a sham and 
delusion. 
Mr. Francisco Rico war the next 
speaker. 
As his address was in 
Spanish, we cannot reproduce it, but 
it was well received. 
Prof. Saxon, Democratic candidate 
for Superinteudent of Schools, was t he 
next speáker, taking strong ground in 
favor of Spanish text-books in districts 
where that element preponderated. 
His speech was an effective one. His 
remarks on Spanish text-books was 
translated into Spanish by Mr. Alex­ 
ander Forbes and were received with 
applause. 
Mr. Charles E. Miles, Democratic 
candidate for Recorder being called 
for made a few remarks. 
Mr. J. A. Graves was the next speak­ 
er, uttering some pure aud undefiled 
Demoeralic ideas. 
Major Frank Ganahl being loudlv 
called for, appeared and made a red- 
hot campaign speech. 
Col. Weisraau, of the Broad-Axe, 
made one of his characteristic speech­ 
es, which was loudly applauded. 
Chas. E. Miles and Col. Kewen 
closed the meeting with short ad­ 
dresses, and the meeting adjourned at 
ten minutes past twelve o’clock.
